hours. 
Predictions were made th at at 
least 20 others would be arrested 
today and tonight. 
In the meantime, the Jail, the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office and the ju s­ 
tice court is a scene of much ac­ 
tivity, with the accused and their 
friends hurrying to get ball posted, 
or to plead guilty and have their 
fines set, or to be arraigned for 
trial later. 
Many of those arrested already 
have signified their intention of 
pleading guilty and accepting a fine, 
while others w ant trials. 
Those 
who want to plead guilty prob­ 
ably will be accommodated in Ju s­ 
tice Kenneth M orrison’s court this 
afternoon. 
Others have had their 
prelim inary examinations set, most 
of which have been set for Friday 
morning. 
Those arrested, represent almost 
all parts of the county. 
All are

According to investigating of­ 
ficers, Sinclair admitted that he 
had perpetrated a hoax upon in­ 
vestigators for the Los Angeles 
bureau of power and light by pre­ 
paring fake bombs and saying he 
had found them. 
He is said to have told the of­ 
ficers he hoped to obtain employ­ 
ment as an investigator by con­ 
vincing them of his ability as a 
sleuth.

“Tho reclamation bureau,” Mead 
explained, is going ahead with Its 
plans on the supposition th at the 
seven stat© compact necessary to 
give force to the Boulder dam bill 
will be ratified.”

have voted favorably on the m eas­ 
ure but the governor has not yet

Arizona has not passed 
on it. 
Expenditure

question to be tackled by Mead 
and his engineers at Denver.

proposes to have everything in shape 
to begin work as soon as the 
seven western states have met the 
conditions prescribed by congress.

m ediate engineering surveys of the 
dam site.

Where the claims are of un­ 
equal weight, priority effect dimin­ 
ishes in direct ratio to the inequal­ 
ity of the Inferior claim. 
A. Broadcasting stations have an 
itlon equal to that of a public j 
and are 


scribing to the highest standards of 
service to the listening public. The 
right of the program sender always 
is far subordinate to that of the 
listeners. 
4. The object of a program is to 
meet the general desires of the pub­ 
lic. and a well-rounded 
program 
will address itself to the divergent 
; tastes of the public, and not single 
out some thought of type that is 
of limited interest. 
6. Stations operated to promul­ 
gate some school of thought or 
which emphasize their own 
pur­ 
poses rather than instituting pro­ 
grams that Justify the existence of 
the station as something interesting 
to all. are engaged in propaganda, 
and not operated in the public in­ 
terest 
The radio law provides that li­ 
censes shall be granted, and the af­ 
fairs of the stations be administer­ 
ed, in the light of public interest 
convenience and necessity. There­ 
fore the rules laid down 
by 
the 
commission are its means of gaug­ 
ing whether the station comes 
within the fair meaning of the law,

The selection of Majestic for 
this world tour is a high honor 
and fulfills the prediction made 
that radio would soon become a 
regular feature of entertainment 
on ship-board. 
It is recalled that a Majestic re­ 
ceiving set crossed the Atlantic in 
the giant dirigible “Graf Zeppelin” 
on her return to Germany. 
Thus radio brings to the travel­ 
ing public their favorite broadcast 
programs of music, lectures, ser­ 
mons, sports, market reports, and 
so on.

a source of disturbance in the re­ 
ception of broadcast programs. 
Two stations may have been a1 
loted the same wavelength or fre­ 
quency. 
But if one of these hap­ 
pens to be slightly off Its fre­ 
quency, say a half kilocycle or so, 
a receiver situated in a position 
to hear both stations would pick 
up what is termed a heterodyne 
whistle of a pitch equal to the dif 
ference between the two transmit 
ted frequencies. 
Engineers cal! this a "beat tire 
quency," the result of two dif­ 
ferent frequencies beating against 
each other in the receiver. 
In­ 
stead of causing this accidentally, 
It will bs produced intentionally 
so that local 
broadcasters 
may 
tune in on It and use it as the 
"carrier" for their broadcasting. 
Two 
transmitters 
would 
be 
erected 
From one will go a fre­ 
quency of 7000 kilocycles, which 
Is outside the broadcasting range. 
From the other will go one of 
7900 kilocycles, also 
out of the 
broadcasting range. 
High Power Intended 
The “beat frequency" of these 
will bo 900 kilocycles, Which Is 
equal to 833.1 meters, well with­ 
in the broadcasting channel. This 
frequency, 
spreading 
over 
the 
country and beyond under a pow 
er of 10,000 watts, will bs caught 
by those broadcasters having the 
special radio receiver designed for 
this purpose. 
In broadcasting there is a "car 
rier wave" upon which Is Im 
pressed tbs sound waves resulting 
from the broadcast programs In 
the studio. 
These sound waves 
"modulate," or change the form 
of the carrier to form a single 
broadcast wave. 
Upon Its recep­ 
tion in the home the sound wave 
can again be detached from Its 
carrier, amplification and repro­ 
duced in the form which enables 
us to hear what is bsing produced 
in the broadcasting studio. 
At present each station produces 
its own carrier wave alloted It by 
the federal radio commission. 
If 
the station is taking a chain pro­ 
gram from New York or elsewhere 
as many are 
doing 
today, 
we 
would receive the same entertain­ 
ment at various points of our dials 
conforming with the different car­ 
riers over which the program is 
reproduced. 
A common carrier or frequency 
however, would confine a chain 
program to one point of the dial 
and leave more room for local 
broadcasts. 
The common carrier 
could be utilized whenever a sta­ 
tion happened to bs linked to a 
chain. 
Otherwise, each individual 
station could still broadcast lo­ 
cally on its alloted frequency.

the operation of many local «tâ­ 
tions on th# same “beat frequen­ 
cy," the radio commission would 
have room to allot other stations 
to the wavelengths not employed 
for the time being.

frequency. With the use of piezo 
electric crystal control there is 
very little chance of such occur­ 
rence, but the limitation of power 
during chain broadcasting 
would 
assure freedom from heterodyne 
interference even further. 
The only high power transm is­ 
sion during chain broadcasting of 
this sort would be at the two cen­ 
tral 
transmitters, 
where

Being centrally located, this 
would enable broadcasters at all 
parts of the country to pick up 
the “beat 
frequency" • with ease 
and reproduce it over their own 
aerials. 
If the experiments prove this

NATION’S LIFE 


"Christian gospels are absolute­ 
ly basic In the life of the human 
race, they are essential to the un­ 
folding of the national life of the 
world,” declared Dr. Daniel P. Rit- 
tenhouse, pastor of the First Bap­ 
tist church at Pasadena, who ad­ 
dressed 
the 
interdenominational 
rally held in the First Methodist 
church here last night 
It was the 
last of the four dedicatory pro­ 
grams for the new educational-so­ 
cial unit 
Seven hundred people 
were present 
"We’ve got to put this church 
gospel across,” he continued. 
“In order for any nation to rise 
to the point of supremacy, it must 
be based on the solid sure founda­ 
tion of righteousness. 
"America sits in the eeat of pre­ 
eminence among the moral and 
spiritual sisterhood with the coun­ 
tries of the world, but we can 
never have international righteous­ 
ness that will stick until we all 
sit around the feet of our Lord— 
there is no hope for an unbroken 
peace In the nations of the earth 
until we have the gospel of Jesus 
Christ.” 
"There Is no scientific progress 
worth 
speaking 
about, 
and 
no 
speaking progress in any nation of 
the world without the Christian 
gospel," he said. 
“Where there is 
no Christ, where there is no gos­ 
pel, 
Intellectual 
power 
is 
at 
a 
minimum." 
Dr. 
Rittenhouse 
described 
the 
achievements of the human race 
inspired by co-operation, using the 
new building here as an apt ex­ 
ample, and concluded his remarks 
with the words: 
"We must have a new social 
righteousness that will recognize 
all people* of the earth, regardless 
of their color or race, and the day 
of that social righteousness will 
come when all men begin to be 
fused in the spirit of a common 
Lord.” 
Dr. Rittenhouse was Introduced 
by the Rev. Harry Evan Owings, 
pastor of the First Baptist church 
in Santa Ana. 
The Rev. O. Scott McFarland, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church In this city, explained how 
the new church 
unit 
stimulates 
faith and congratulated the Meth­ 
odist members for their demon­ 
stration of real vision in the work 
of Christ. 
“Equipped as you are you will 
move out into a large constructive 
ministry in the field of religious 
education,” he said. 
“It is a great 
thing for us to be so equipped that 
we «hall be able to do a well­ 
founded, 
well-rounded, 
piece 
of 
work 
in 
the field 
of character 
building—for nothing is worth the 
making, if the making be not the 
man. 
# 
“It ta the chief task, aim and 
goal In ministry, to touch men and 
women in the making. 
"After all we are one. 
This new 
•ducatiopal-social unit is a fine 
demonstration for our faith, of our 
^ncerity in the common goal and 
purpose. 
We have one Lord, one 
faith, on* kingdom and one fellow­ 
ship;' we are traveling in the same 
way and seeking to do th* same 
sort of eervice. 
“It Is in that common purpose,” 
he concluded, “that we find life’s 
secret of Joy and sink ourselves 
that He may have pre-eminence.” 
Dr. E. P. Robertson of the W es­ 
leyan college, North Dakota, from 
which the Rev. George A. Warmer, 
local minister, was graduated, was 
a guest last evening at the last of 
the dedicatory services. 
He con­ 
cluded his congratulatory remarks 
and discussion of the relationship 
between science and theology, with 
the words:

conteur. 
Such experiences mad» it very 
natural that the lad, after reaching 
manhood and coming to tb s United 
States, should enter H arvard Uni­ 
versity for two years, and 
there 
demand a tutor who should be able 
to teach him the little niceties of 
social etiquette as well as the big­ 
ger things in education. It was all 
a part of the consistent growth that 
makes him today, the logical suc­ 
cessor to the “greatest violinist of 
the day" (to quote Mr. Behymer) 
Fritz Kreisler. 
“I do not say th at Russia has 
produced the greatest musicians of

Your Garden 


By ROMAINE B. WARE

Even 
the 
most 
inexperienced 
gardener can succeed w ith flow­ 
ers from seed planted right out in 
the open where they are to bloom. 
There is no particular trick to it. 
Thero 
are, 
however, 
several 
things to be kept in mind. 
First 
you should buy the beat seeds you 
can afford. 
Cheap seeds m ay give 
you good flowers, but in buying 
cheap seeds you are taking a chance 
when for a few cents more you 
could buy from some of the more 
reliable and larger seed houses. It 
really pays to get catalogues from 
several of the larger seed houses 
and compare their offerings. 
You 
will find among them m any things 
worth trying. 
Advice in Planting 
It is im portant 
th at 
the soil 
where seeds are to be planted is 
well prepared. It m ust be fine and 
free from lumps. 
Remember that 
the seeds mostly are very fine, 
and if the soil is not well prepared 
the seeds cannot germ inate prop­ 
erly. W ith well-prepared soil seeds 
should come up promptly. 
When 
planting, cover them lightly, w a­ 
ter gently and cover w ith tissue 
paper till they are through the 
ground. 
Do not plant the seed 
thickly or they will 
not 
have 
sufficient room to develop and it 
will be difficult to transplant them. 
There are some things like the 
poppies that will not stand tran s­ 
planting. 
They grow w ith long tap 
roots. 
They m ust be seeded right 
where they are to bloom. 
Too, 
they must be scattered very thinly. 
If you do not get them thin enough 
you will have to pull out a great 
many of them or your plants will 
crowd themselves. This makes them 
produce poor flowers. 
The best 
way to plant these seeds is to 
mix them with about three times 
as much sand and scatter the mix­ 
ture. 
In this wray it is easier to 
get the seeds spread thin enough. 
Most of tho annuals need to be 
started in a seed bed and tran s­ 
planted later 
to 
their blooming 
quarters. This helps them to make 
better root growth, 
and 
if 
you 
pinch out the tips of the shoot at 
transplanting time you will make 
them branch 
and 
become more 
bushy.

Yale University has just come into possession o 
$7,500,000 for an Institute of Human Relations, 
The object of the new foundation is to make the 
graduate courses of the University more practice 
than they have been. 
It has been a growing 
defect in education that specialization has narrow­ 
ed the student 
After all, every brandi of know 
edge has its relations not only to every other 
branch of knowledge, but also to human relation­ 
ships. 
This has been forgotten to a large extent 
in the largely specialized training that is being 
given in graduate schools. 
The doctor is very 
thoroughly trained in materia medica, physiology, 
and diagnosis, but His training in psychology an< 
the social conditions out of which human ailments 
arise has not found little place. 
The lawyer has 
been trained in his Blackstone, his precedents, anc 
his legal procedure, but he has not beth trainee 
as well as he might have been in the social impli­ 
cations of crime and human misunderstanding. 
The aim of the new Institute at Yale is to Al 
in this gap, so that die professional man may have 
a wider knowledge of all the considerations which 
enter into his professional practice. 
The co­ 
ordination of knowledge has become the crying 
need of the educational world. 
Scholars have 
been so near to their specialty that they have 
failed to realize the help which might be Jhac 
from some other scholar engaged in a specialty 
which is so closely related that the one without 
the other is incomplete. 
In a school of religion, connected with one o 
the large universities of the country, a great chart 
was hung up which on examination proved to be 
the specification for an up-to-date hen house. 
Students for the ministry today are being trainee 
for the practical aspects of their task. 
Many of 
them are going into rural field!, and to know die 
needs and the problems of their people they must 
have some knowledge of their people's daily lives. 
This is one of the new aspects of modern theologi­ 
cal training. 
They are trained no less in the 
philosophical apprehension of God and the uni­ 
verse and immortality, in the interpretation of 
the Bible, and other academic {dieses of their 
profession, but they are being introduced to th* 
practical aspects of their ministry. 
The story ts 
told that one of these ministers went into a rural 
parish and trained his people to build better hen 
houses. 
One of these parishioners found that the 
hen house he had built was so much better than 
the house in which his family was living that he 
moved his family into the hen house and his hens 
into the house in which the family had been liv­ 
ing. 
To relate knowledge and education to life is at 
last 
being 
recognized. 
The 
new Institute 
of 
Human Relations at Yale University is destined 
to round out education in such a way as to pro­ 
mote the well-being of human life. 
A technical 
education which does not relate itself to human 
relationships is barren and inconsequential. 
It 
has taken a long time to learn that, but at last 
it is being learned.

not even responsible for half the fatalities from 
accident. 
One of the largest life Insurance com­ 
panies, reporting on the causes of accidental death 
among Its policy holders in l i l t , finds the auto­ 
mobile responsible for only SS.I per cent. 
And 
this Is a decrease of I.® per cent from the figures 
of 1927. 
Drowning and bathing come second to the motor 
car w ith 10.3 per cent of the total, and m urder 
shocks us by standing third with 9.2 per cent. 
Soms surprising Items arrest attention in the 
rem aining list. 
Falls stand close to m urder as a 
cause of accidental death. 
And these are Illus­ 
trative of the times, for prominent among the cases 
are those of persons who fell from trees and roofs 
while fixing aerials.

FREEDOM AND DISCIPLINE 
Freedom may be an inalienable right, but It Is a right to 
be won, and Is not a natural g ift 
Nobody Is free by nature. 
The ancients were not free for they were bound by a thous­ 
and superstitions and by many of the most cruel conventions. 
The king on his throne is not free, for the acts of the royal 
household are scrutinized by a thousand eyea and are limited by 
all sorts of rules and customs. 
As far as freedom Is concerned we might as well be doing 
the lock step In the penitentiary aa to be a king. 
Savages are not free, 
They don’t roam their native haunts 
unclothed and untrammeled from all limitations. 
You are In more 
danger of running across something taboo or getting knocked 
in the head because of some superstition among savages than 
you are among civilized people. 
In front of the W orcester (M assachusetts) court house is the 
motto, "Liberty Is obedience to law,” or something Ilks that. 
The fact is that lf one man has complete liberty nobody else 
has. 
He will be constantly infringing upon the rights of others. 
There cannot be a total liberty for 
the 
whole 
community 
therefore unless every member of it knows how to restrain himself. 
Discipliné, therefore, is a 
necessary 
training 
for 
liberty. 
Liberty is possible only among disciplined souls and only when 
there Is a respect for law does the poor man have a chance. 
Abolish all law and have universal anarchy and out of the 
chaos would arise the strong men and all rights would bs the 
rights of the strong, which probably would be exercised unmerci­ 
fully. 
Only when law is universally respected and obeyed is there 
any liberty. 
The so-called crime wave of Chicago is very largely attrib ­ 
utable to the disrespect for tho liquor law shown by constituted 
authorities. 
All laws stand together. 
You can’t break one w ith­ 
out cracking the others. 
W hoever expects perfect liberty smong his fellows must 
accustom himself to being m aster of himself. 
Only when we 
control our passions so as not to interfere w ith the rights of 
other people and govern our actions by the laws th at protect those 
rights are we capable of having liberty.

TH S OWNER ABDICATE» 
O ur civilisation has moved, a l­ 
m ost w ithout knowing It, into a 
radically new order. 
And the chief m ark of this new 
order Is the reduced Importance of 
ownership. 
In the old order ownership con­ 
trolled. 
In the new order management 
controls. 
Less and less do we find the ac­ 
tual control of great 
businesses 
and great industries administered 
by the men who own them. 
Even where businesses and in­ 
dustries are owned by a single fam ­ 
ily or by the branches of a family, 
the tendency is to lodge the actual 
adm inistration in the hands of men 
versed in the growing science of 
m anagem ent 
E very year the bose of ow ner­ 
ship broadens, fewer 
and 
fewer 
great enterprises being 
owned by 
a m an or a small fam ily group, 
m ore and more great enterprises 
owned by an arm y of stockholders. 
As this tendency to broaden the 
base of ownership grows, the scien­ 
tific m anager will become more and 
more the m an who will determine 
the character and social signific­ 
ance of business and industry. 
A lready the fact of control Is 
shifting from the hands of the own­ 
er to the hands of the manager. 


And, w hat Is equally Im portant, 
the inheritance of control is a d i­ 
m inishing practice in m odem bus 
loess and industry. 
H. a . Wells, w ith bls usual u n ­ 
canny sensing of social trends, dis­ 
cusses this fact, In bls "W orld of 
W illiam CUssold,” In the following 
fashion: 
"Nowadays, though sons or ne­ 
phews m ay often prove congenla 
junior partners, a really vigorous 
business m an is much more likely 
to care for a capable stranger than 
for a disintegrative son. The later 
Caesars did. 
They were constant­ 
ly 
adopting 
colleague-successors. 
The m ost disastrous Caesars were 
the ones who were born to the pur­

One collection gives place to the 
next. 
The collector gathers ad­ 
vertisem ents, 
b u t t o n s , 
s e e d s , 
stam ps, cards, w hatever is sug­ 
gested by his tastes and environ­ 
ment. 
Encourage the idea. 
As 
the child grows older this inter­ 
est may widen into a delightful 
hobby, or a life work. 
This last 
possibility is the slightest of all 
yet it sometimes happens. 
A boy or girl needs some strong 
Interest in life to hold him to the 
daily 
round 
when 
its 
monotony 
palls upon him. 
One cannot al­ 
ways 
be 
gay. 
Lessons 
grow 
wearisome. 
Work 
grows 
drab 
enough. 
Sometimes play loses Its 
thrill. 
Then the child can fall 
back upon his hobby, study and 
sort his collection, plan to add 
to it, write some letters relating 
to it, swap some specimens w ith a 
faraw ay friend. 
T hat is one of the best points 
about 
collecting.

COLLECTING 
and 
all usually interesting people and lf 
the Idea has persisted long enoi^ph 
to be alive in the child when he is 
old enough to w rite and receive 
letters, catalogues and 
literature 
.related to his subject, a world of 
interests are his. 
In this day of the movies, the 
radio, phonograph, telephone, a u ­ 
tomobile and airplane, our child 
ren are in danger of growing up 
too fast and 
becoming 
lopsided 
creatures. 
T hat is, they are in 
the habit of using adult activities 
as their own a t a time when they 
are 
still 
children 
In 
knowledge 
and experience of life. 
Gradually 
the personal interests of the young 
people are growing fewer, more 
and more they are depending up­ 
on the speed of things to carry 
them along. 
Books and pictures 
and little home parties are too 
slow for m ost of them and ac­ 
cordingly they are 
headed 
for 
trouble. 
If your child has a taste for 
collecting do whatever 
lies 
in 
your power to stim ulate it and 
carry it over into 
adolescence. 
It is one of childhoods joys and 
becomes one 
of 
youth’s 
safe­ 
guards. 
Encourage a child to read. Strew 
good books in his way. 
Introduce 
him to maps and travel books. 
Open the museums to him. 
Do 
w hat you 
can to establish fine 
Interests in his day and he will 
be much the better for IL

Today la the anniversary of * 
disastrous 
naval 
battle of the 
Revolution. It waa fought Just 152 
years ago today in W est Indian 
waters, between the <4-gun Y ar­ 
mouth of the British navy and the 
comparatively puny S2-gun Am eri­ 
can frigate Randolph, one of the 
13 frigates built by the Continental 
Congress. 
The battle lasted Just an hour. 
It came to a tragic end when a 
shot from the Yarmouth exploded 
in the Randolph’s powder m aga­ 
zine and blew her to fragments. 
Only four of the frigate’s crew 
of 315 men were 
found 
all v a 
British casualties were slight. 
The engagement w as discourag­ 
ing to the American cause, partic­ 
ularly becam e it was only one of 
a series of crushing defeats which 
the B ritish 
navy w as 
Inflicting 
upon American ships. 
The one 
cause for satisfaction a t the time 
was John Paul Jones’ accom plish­ 
ments in British waters. W ith th# 


Ranger, the first American ship 
to fly the Stars and Stripes, Jones 
was circling the B ritish Isles and 
winning a large part of his repu­ 
tation as « skillful and Intrepid 
seaman.
